<U**)—Three desperate fugitives 
who boasted they were "tougher 
than the Dillinger gang," were 
sought in Kentucky hills and In- 
dianapolis and Chicago gang hide- 
outs today. 


The three, Al Brady, 26, leader, 


James Dalhover, 27, and Clarence 
Lee Schaffer, 23, wrenched a bar 
from their jail cell window yes- 
Urday, overpowered 
the 
sheriff 


and three aides, and fled in a com- 
mandeered automobile. 


Brady, who has admitted he 


sought to emulate the late John 
Dillinger, leaped on Sheriff Clar- 
ence Watson as the latter unlocked 
his eel! to place a waste basket on 
the floor. Schaffer and Dalhover, 
housed in the same cell, followed 
Brady through the door. Schaffer 
helped Brady subdue Watson as 
Dalhover ducked into the jail off- 
ice,, seized a gun from the sher- 
iff's sister, Mrs. Edna Tinney, and 
kicked her into a corner. 


Watson wrestled 
Brady 
and 


Schaffer through a door into the 
street before he was struck on th« 
head with the iron bar. 
Edgar D. 


Ridlen, former American Legion 
post commander, and his wife saw 


the scuffle and sought to aid the 
sheriff, but were cowed by two 
shots from Dalhover's gun. 


The fugitives then leaped into 


Ridlen's car and fled. Officials be- 
lieved they either headed for the 
former hangouts in Indianapolis or 
Chicago, or sought to hide in the 
wild Kentucky hills. 


The Brady gang centered its 


activities in Indiana 
and 
Ohio. 


They took $51,000 worth of jewels 
in Lima and Dayton, O. During 
their escapades, Brady was said 
to have shot a grocery clerk at 
Piqua, O., and killed an Anderson, 
Ind., policeman. A fourth member 
of their gang, Charles Geisking, 
26, Indianapolis, was shot during 
a gunflght in Lima and his com- 
panions attempted to coerce an 


Indianapolis physician for aid. The 
physician called police and Ser- 
geant Richard Rivers was killed 
as the hoodlums fled from the 
trap. 
Hideout Revealed

Brady, Schaffer and Dalhover 


fled to Chicago, where another 
pang hi-jackcd them of $50,000 in 
jewels. Reports of the hi-jacking 
revealed Brady's hangout. A few 
days later Dalhover was arrested 
in Chicago and Schaffer in Indian- 
apolis. 
Police broke into a Chi- 


cago safety deposit box for $50,- 
000 more of the gang's jewelry 
loot.

The veteran senator said the 


Republicans "accuse me of not be- 
ing regular." 


"Well, what is a regular?" he 


asked. "A regular ia a man with 
no ideas who waits for someone to 
tell him what to do. My idea of 
being regular is in doing what you 
believe to be right in the interests 
of the people you represent. 


"Let this be understood — I'm

Borah spoke at the meeting af- 


ter Smith missed a plane en route. 
In the speech, he attacked persons

on singing it whether the parties 
believe these are the fundamental 
issues or not." 


To Fight Monopolies 


In the interview, Borah said, 


"they (the Republicans) say I pay 
too much attention to foreign re- 
lations. National parties would do 
well to do the same. I know the 
situation. 
Monopolies are going 


to be overpowered. If God gives 
me life I want to be there when 
they are. 


"The fight is just beginning and 


the downfall of monopoly is com- 
ing.

The last year 
in which Columbus had a million 
dollar's worth of new residential 
construction was 1931 and that 
figure, $1,678,700, has already been 
exceeded in 1936. 


Building in all forms in Colum- 


bus, including residential, modern- 
ization and other new construction, 
totals $3,574,825 this year, com- 
pared with $1,890,580 for the same 
period last year. 


A study of the statistics shows 


that in the principal cities of this 
section of Ohio a total of 504 new 
homes have been projected in 1936 
against

Analgesia Successful Ministered in Childbirth

A YOUNG WOMAN who had 
\f Just had her second baby was tell- 


ing me what an easy experience it 
waa. 
Under the analgesic which 


her d o c t o r 
gave she does 
not remember 
a n y t h i n g 
about 
w h e n 


the baby was 
born. 


"And do you 


k n o w," she 
a d d e d , "it's 
v e r y curious, 
but I love my 
b a b y v e r y 
dearly. 
Don't 


you 
think 
I 


will be just as 
good a mother 
as if I f e l t 


every pang and every tear while 
he was being born?" 


She was referring to the paper 


read before the American Medical 
association meeting this spring. 
This paper, one of the silliest ever 
read before any scientific body, ob- 
jected to the use of analgesic drugs 
in childbirth, because, so it was ar- 
gued, the mother would not love 
her baby or appreciate how to care 
for it unless she felt the traditional 
pangs of childbirth. 


And a number of the members 


present got up and solemnly en- 
dorsed this nonsense, also stressing 
the danger of such drugs. I said 
at the time that I did not believe 
that American obstetrical physi- 
cians really wanted to go on rec- 
ord as saying that they did not 
have safe and effective means of 
obstetrical analygeaia. I am en- 
couraged in that attitude by the 
letter written in reply to the orig- 
inal discussion by a member of the 
•taff of a well known Boston hos- 
pital in a national ma;azin« on 
Jun* 15, 1936: 


"At the Boston Lying-in hospi- 


tal it may be added, analgesic 
drugs are routinely and success- 
fully used to alleviate the pain of 
childbirth without harmful effect 
on mother or babies." 


That part of the discussion which 


refers to the wrong done the moth- 
er by refusing her the pains of par- 
turition is an old one, and was an- 
swered effectively once and for all 
by Dr. James Y. Simpson, who first 
introduced a method of easing 
these pains. 


When he announced his discov- 


ery of chloroform he received a let- 
ter from a highly esteemed teacher 
in Dublin which said, "I do not be- 
lieve that anyone in Dublin has as 
yet used it in midwifery: the feel- 
ing is very strong against its use 
in ordinary cases and merely to 
avert the ordinary pain which the 
Almighty has seen fit—and most 
wisely, we cannot doubt—to allot 
to natural labor: and in this feeling 
I heartily and entirely concur." 


Dr. Simpson replied that he 


might as well have said: 


"I do not believe that anyone in 


Dublin has yet used a carriage in 
locomotion: the 
feeling here is 


very strong against its use in or- 
dinary progression, and merely to 
avert the ordinary amount of fa- 
tigue which the Almighty has seen 
fit—and most wisely, we cannot 
doubt—to allot to natural walking: 
and in this feeling I heartily and 
entirely concur." 


Of course, the drug which Dr. 


Simpson used, chloroform, is not 
ideal, although it is still widely 
used. Nor is the method of twi- 
light sleep, which was so widely 
touted 
thirty years 
ago, safe 


enough. 
But other and safe and 


efficient methods have been intro- 
duced, and I am sure the majority 
ot the medical profsssion could say 
the same thing ai the doctor at the 
Boaton hospital.

npHERE is a great (leal in the world of to- 


day, as there has been throughout the 


ages, to suggest that this is a hard-bitten 
piece of the universe from which most of 
the milk of human kindness, the spirit of 
compassion and the quality of mercy have 
been drained. Then we read of some act of 
sublime heroism or we learn of some pa- 
tient enduring of great sorrow, and delu- 
sions of pessimism are dispelled.
